SIX WEEKS GIVEN 


TO BOLSTER FINANCES | 


Deficit Is More Than $405, - 
000,000—F orced Loan or 
Levy on Capital Other 
Possibilities. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 6—Premier Daladier 


sought today a program by which 
he could rebuild France completely 
in the six weeks of dictatorial 
power Parliament granted to him. 

His task was to put the nation’s 
economic ‘and financial life on a 
sound basis for the struggle to re- 
gain France’s lost position as a 


leading European power. 
No one in France is mincing 


words about the seriotsness of the 
situation caused by basic economic 
defects, internal political dissen- 
sion and diplomatic mistakes. 

Only two questions were being 
asked: What is to be done? Is 
Daladier the man to do it? 

The time limit imposed by Parlia- 
ment yesterday, when it empowered 
the Premier to rule by decree until 
Nov. 15, is recognized as a serious 
handicap in itself. It is a handi- 
cap, however, which Daladier al- 
lowed to be forced on him by So- 
cialists rather than take the chance 
of shifting his majority from Left 
to Right. 

No Resort to Inflation. 

Other limitations, self-imposed 
by the same fear, were promises 
not to tamper with principles of 
the People’s Front social reform 
laws, resort to inflation, or impose 
exchange control. 

The only known step in Dala- 
dier’s program was revaluation of 
the Government’s gold stock held 
by the Bank of France as security 
for the currency it issues in the 
name of the Government, 

Financial observers considered 
that only a temporary expedient 
which would be worthless unless it 
were backed up by measures that 
would increase the general pros- 
perity level by “putting France 
back to work.” 

Two Solutions, Both Dangerous. 

Two solutions of national prob- 
lems considered by most ex- 
perts to be open, and both of them 
were full of danger. 

The first, increased production, 
would involve drastic changes in 
the People’s Front social reforms, 
possibly bringing political strife and 
the tnreat of widespread strikes by 
powerful leftist unions. 

The second, drastic curtailment 


of Government expenditures, would. 


challenge the purpose of the whole 
scheme, since a large part of 


France's budget is for war prepara- 


tions, which must be increased if 
France is to regain her place in 
Europe. 

What actually would happen by 
revaluation of the gold stock would 
be that the Government would say: 
“This pile of gold, which we once 
valued at 56,500,000,000 francs, we 
now value at 91,000,000,000 francs.” 

That would have no effect on the 
actual value of the gold, but would 
merely recognize that the franc had 
fallen in value that much. 

Technically, the gold stock has 
been carried at a book value of 43 
milligrams of gold to the franc 
since July, 1937, when the franc was 
exchanged at about 23 francs to the 
dollar. Today it takes about 37 
francs to buy one dollar and the 
Government would recognize that 
by changing the legal valuation to 
26.5 milligrams. 

Paper Profit of 8931,00, 000. 

The immediate result would be to 
give the Government a paper profit 
of 34,500,000,000 francs ($931,500,- 
000). 

Part of this profit, by agreement 
with the Bank of France, the Gov- 
ernment would have to use to pay 
back the approximately $769,500,000 
Treasury deficit it owes the bank. 

There would still remain a 12. 
000,000,000 franc ($134,000,000) 
deficit in the ordinary budget 
which is growing daily. 

Deputies and bankers said Dala- 
dier had only two other possibili- 
ties; to put a tax on capital, or to 
float a forced loan. 

Daladier’s decree powers are ef- 
fective in the broad field of the 
country’s “economic and financial 
situation.” Economic fields have 
been interpreted frequently as 

touching nearly every form of the 
nation’s life.

Charchill ‘/arns Britain It May 
Fall Under Nazi Control.

Churchill, Great Britain’s unpre- 
dictable elder statesman, struck 
out with all the force of his oratori- 
cal skill last night, leading a revolt 
of Conservatives against Chamber- 
lain’s bargain with Hitler. 

Declaring that “disaster of the 
first magnitude has befallen Britain 
and France,” Churchill hit the 
hardest blow of all in the third 
day of parliamentary debate. 

Churchill said flatly “I cannot 
support the Government motion” 
asking a vote of confidence and 
predicted “all countries of Central 
and Eastern Europe will make the 
best terms they can” with Germany 
now, warning that Britain herself 
was even in danger of being 
drawn into the Nazi orbit. 


An Unmitigated Defeat. 
Here were some of Churchill's 
points: 

“The utmost the Prime Minister 
was able to gain for Czechoslovakia 
has been that the German dictator, 
instead of snatching his victuais 
from the table, has been content to 
have them served to him course by 
course. 

We have sustained a total un- 
mitigated defeat and France has 
suffered even more than we 
have. 

“One pound sterling was demand - 
ed at pistol-point. When it was 
given, two pounds were asked and 
then finally the dictator agreed to

Cannot Be Trusted. 


“The power which burns Christian 
ethics, which cheers its onward 
course by barbarous paganism, 
which vaunts the spirit of aggres- 
sion and conquest; which derives 
strength and perverted pleasure 


‘from persecution, and uses—as we 


have seen—with brutality the threat 
of murderous force, that power can- 
not ever be a trusted friend of 
British diplomacy. 

“We do not want to be left on the 
highroad of becoming a satelite of 
the German system of Nazi domina- 
tion,” Churchill declared. 

He went on to say that Germany 
might make a demand on Britain 
in a few years or months which 
“may effect surrender of territory 
or surrender of liberty and I fore- 
see and foretell a policy that will 
carry with it restraint of freedom 
in Parliament, on the platform and 
in the press... 

“Then, with the press under a con- 
trol half direct but more potently 
indirect, every expression of public 
opinion doped and chloroformed 
into acquiescence, we shall be con- 
ducted by stages along our journey.”

KOMAROM, on the Hungarian-

days and changed to an undisclosed 
location. Government shifts in 
Prague were said to be the cause 
of the change of plan.

When the party arrived at the 
Czechoslovak end of the 3000-foot 
steel bridge, however, they were 
greatly surprised to find themselves 
suddenly surrounded by Czechoslo- 
vak soldiers, who pointed fixed bay- 
onets and machine guns at them.

In its attempt to make current 
income meet expenses, without 
drawing on the principal, the hoard 
increased the income from rents 
largely through prompt collection; 
reduced property maintenance ex- 
penses, and reduced relief expendi- 
tures by more than half, chiefly 
through cutting the number of re- 
lief workers from eight to four. 
However, disbursements for direct 
relief showed a slight increase. The 
fund, left by Bryan Mullanphy, an 
early Mayor of St. Louis, was in- 
tended to aid emigrants seeking 
homes in the West, but its use has 
been broadened to ‘furnish general 
assistance for needy travelers. 

Assets, or the principal of the 
fund, at the end of the fiscal year 
were reported as $531,443, compared 
with a book figure a year previ- 
ously of $765,592. The reduction was 
largely due to an appraisal of real 
estate investments by the new 
board. Principal items of the as- 
sets as of last Aug. 31 were: Real 
estate, $366,961; securities, $133,000; 
cash, $9218; deeds of trust, $6500. 
Formerly the fund was referred to 
as a $1,000,000 benefaction, but the 
value of its realty holdings dwin-

Relief expenditures in the 
last year were $8873, a decrease of 
$9123. General expenses were 
$8063, a decrease of $1600.

BUILDERS FIND WAY 
TO END VIBRATION 
IN PLANE PROPELLER 
Small Strip of Carbon Cement- 


ed to Blade Tells Where 
Fault Is. 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 
6—Using a sliver of glazed carbon 
worth less than a nickel, research 
engineers after eight years have 
discovered how to correct one of 
the worst hazards of flying, break- 
age of propellers under vibration. 

Erle Martin, chief engineer for 
the Hamilton Standard Propelled 
Division of United Aircraft Corpor- 
ation, said a piece of carbon two 
inches long, a quarter of an inch 
wide and one-sixteenth of an inch 
thick is cemented to a blade and 
connected by two fine wires to an 
electrical measuring device inside 
the plane’s cabin. As the carbon 
bends under stress, it can carry 
less electrical’ current. 

The propeller blade vibrates as 
the motor starts, the carbon strip 
vibrates with it, and a picture of 
the motion is written on a revolv- 
ing drum. 

By reading the drum, engineers 
can tell where the vibration orig- 
inates and correct it. 


“Heretofore,” said Martin, “pro- 
peller manufacturers have used a 


rule of thumb, making propellers 
much overweight to stand the 
stress of vibration.

Terms of New Award to 
Germany Delivered to 
Cabinet at Session Last- 
ing Through Night.

PRAGUE, Oct. 6—The Govern 
ment of Czechoslovakia learned to- 


day that sacrifices far surpassing 
its expectations were required of 


the dwindling republic in the cés- 
sion of the fifth Sudetenland zone 
to Germany. 

The exact extent of the addi- 
tional territory Ozechoslovakia is 
called on to deliver to Adolf Hitler 
was not yet known, but Govern- 
ment circles said the terms of the 
decision of the International Sude- 
tenland Commission at Berlin last 
night were “cruel.” 

Word of the commission’s finding 
was brought to Prague by Gen. 
Husarek of the Czechoslovak army, 
who had conferred with the com- 
mission at Berlin. He delivered the 
terms to a session of the Cabinet 
which lasted through the night un- 
til 6 a. m., with Premier Gen. Jan 
Syrovy presiding. 

Slovaks Move for Own State. 

The Slovak Congress at Zilinia 
was reported today to have de- 
cided to organize an autonomous, 
federated state within Czheckoslo- 
vakia to attain equal status with 
the Czechs. The plan was said to 
call for appointment of a five-man 
government for the new state. 

Slovakia, it was understood, would 
have its own Diet. The plan was 
said also to propose a Czechoslovak 
Cabinet including only ministers of 
foreign affairs, national defense, fi- 
nance and justice with those port- 
folios equally divided between the 
Czechs and Slovaks. 

The demands of the Slovaks in 
association with the Agrarian and 
Nationalist parties were reported 
to exceéd only slightly condition 
already offered by the Governmen 
and it was believed probable that 
they would be accepted. 

Premier Syrovy indicated yester- 
day the Government’s willingness 
to arrange equal rank for its re- 
maining elements. 

“We shall do everything in our 
power to give satisfaction to the 
justified claims of the Slovaks and 
sub-Carpathian Russians (Ruthen- 
ians),” he said. “Our state shall

Beloved citizens: 

I sent a letter to Premier Syrovy 
today in which I told him I had re- 
signed the presidency. Now I ad- 
dress all political friends, citizens, 


soldiers and legionnaires. 

I made the decision upon the ad- 
vice of all political parties and be- 
cause of constitutional factors, vol- 
untarily and out of personal convic- 
tion. I had intended to resign after 
the decision of the four Powers, but 
decided not to until a new secure 
Government had been formed, capa- 
ble in its duties. 

I believed it the proper course. I 
do not wish to analyze the entire 
political situation, I wish merely 
to emphasize that the whole system 
of European balance as it devel- 
oped after the war has changed 
radically in recent years to the 
detriment of our republic and 
friends.

DARST URGES DIPHTHERIA 
AND SMALLPOX. VACCINATION 


Should Be Protected When He 
Enters School at 5. 


Parents must take full responsi- 
bility if their children develop such 
preventable diseases as diphtheria 


and smallpox, Joseph M. Darst, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare, said in an 
address yesterday over Radio Sta- 
tion KSD. 

“To eradicate diphtheria from our 
community we must begin to im- 
munize the child as early as possi- 
ble, so that when he enters school 
at 5, he is fully protected against 
this disease,” he declared. From 
Sept. 1, 1934, to Sept. 1, 1938, the 
number of cases of the disease in 
St. Louis dropped 78 per cent and 
deaths decreased 90 per cent, he 
pointed out, 

“The reason for this drop can be 
found in the fact that since our 
first educational campaign to ac- 
quaint the people with the effec- 
tiveness of toxoid, over 65,000 chil- 
dren have been immunized with 
toxoid,” he said. For those unable 
to pay, toxoid is provided free by 
health division clinics.

the catechism which the Roman 


| Catholic Bishops and Archbishops 


of the United States are consider- 
ing for distribution to the 20,000, 
000 Catholics of the country, it was 
disclosed today. 

The Catholic is bound by his 
religion to go to the polls at elec- 
tions and vote “without © selfish 
purpose,” the privatelv printed and 
secretly distributed tentative new 
version of the catechism declares. 
He must not dodge “just taxes.” He 
must take an active part in works 


ot good citizensihp.” He must be 
| patriotic and at all times “ready to 


defend his country’s rights, even 
with. his life.” 

Office-holding Catholics are 
bound not to take bribes, and are 
instructed further that they must 
promote “the welfare of all,” as 
far as “their office demands.” 

The original catechism, seldom 
even indirectly ment ons country, 
containing merely an injunction to 
obey “lawful superiors.” 

Duties of Citizensihp. 

The version of the new catechism 
as it now stands is expected to 
be approved by the hierarchy with 
few changes. The new catechism 
has been prepared by 150 of the 
foremost Catholic theologians in 
the country, and has already once 
been presented to the Bishops for 
study. The present version in- 
cludes the changes and corrections 
individual Bishops have proposed. 

The duties of citizenship are 
taken up in the new version in the 
discussion of the Fourth Com- 
mandment: “Honor thy father and 
thy mother.” Lawful authority in 
general is discussed and then the 
catechism continues: 

“(Question) 233: What are the 
duties of a citizen toward his coun-

“The duties of a citizen toward 
his country are to love it, to be 
sincerely interested in its welfare 
and to respect its lawful authority. 

“240. How does a citizen show a 
sincere interest in his country’s wel- 
fare? 

“A citizen shows a sincere in- 
terest in his country’s welfare by 


using his right to vote, honestly and 


without selfish purpose; by paying 
just taxes; by being ready to de- 
fend his country’s rights even with 
his life, when necessity demands. 

Why Respect Lawful Authority. 

“241. How do we know that we 
must respect and obey the lawful 
authority of our country? 

“We know that we must respect 
and obey the lawful authority of our 
country because God wills it, since 
civil authority is necessary for the 
welfare of men living on earth. 

“242. Why are we obliged to take 
an active part in works of good citi- 
zenship? 

“We are obliged to take an active 
part in works of good citibenship 
because many needs and rights of 
our neighbor are such that unless 
we all work together to supply these 
needs and to guard these rights we 
shall fulfill our duty only imper 
fectly, if at all. : 

“243. What are the chief duties of 
those who hold public office? 

“The chief duties of those who 
hold public office are to be just to 
all in the exercise of their authority 
and to promote, as far as their of- 
fice demands, the welfare of all.” 

Condemnation of Bribery. 

In the list of moral virtues the 
new catechism names “filial piety an 
and patriotism, which help us to hon- 
or and respect our parents and our 
country,” before it mentions obedi- 
ence, veracity, patience, humility or 
chastity. Patriotism is not listed 
as a moral virtue in the old cate- 
chism. 

The “accepting of bribes by pub- 
lic officials’ is described in the 
catechism as a direct violation of 
the Seventh Commandment: “Thou 
shalt not steal.” Lying under oath 
is excoriated as “the great sin of 

rjury.”

Religion and Natural Reason. 

The old cathecism-said that “God 
sees us and watches over us;” the 
new says: “God sees us and 
watches over us with loving care.” 

The old catechism said that “God 
that “we shall know the things 
which we are to believe from the 
Catholic church, through which God 
speaks to us.” The new one in- 
cludes a similar statement, but 
adds: 

“Can we know by our natural 
reason that there is a God? 

“We can know by our natural 
reason that there is a God, for our 
natural reason tells us that only a 
Being all-wise and almighty could 
have made the world we see about 
us.“ 

There are 492 questions and 
answers in the new catechism com- 
pared with 421 in the old. There is 
a new lesson devoted to the Lord’s 
Prayer, and another. to the Resur- 
rection, During a discussion of the 
sacramentals, which include holy 
water, candles, ashes, palms, med- 
als, rosaries, the usual instruction 


to use them with “faith and devo- 


tion” is included, but a warning 
never to “make them objects of su- 
perstittion” is added. 

Defense of Catholicism. 
An appendix offers in 15 ques- 
tions and answers a four-and-one- 
half page defense of the Catholic 
religion. Entitled “Why I Am a 
Catholic,” and apparently intended 
as a ready answer to attacks on 


j . 
the faith, this new inclusion in the 


catechism quickly argues from 
natural reason and the order in 
the world that a God exists. The 
immortality of the soul is argued 
from its spirituality rather than 
materiality. The necessity of all 
men to practice religion, the rev- 
elation by Christ of His uwn re- 
ligion and the obligation of all to 
join the church are argued in turn. 
The latter is then argued to be 
the Catholic church because of the 
latter’s long history, stréngth, un- 
changeableness, “unity, holiness, 
catholicity, apostolicity.” The argu- 
ment recalls again the reference 
to natural reason as an alterna- 
tive to divine revelation as a means 
of learning about God. 

The title page of the book de- 
scribes it as follows: “A Cate- 
chism of Christian Doctrine. Pre- 
pared and Enjoined by Order of 
the Third Plenary Council of Balti- 
more, Revised Edition, No. 2. 
Printed, Not Published. Printed 
for the Episcopal Committee on 
the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference.” 

The preface explains that No. 2 
was prepared for pupils of about 
12 years.

with Prague would be placed on 
an entirely new basis. Benes had 
been the most objectionable person 
in the eyes of officlal Germany. 
With his disappearance from the 
scene came realization of Hitler’s 
prophetic words in the Berlin 
Sportspalast rally of Sept. 26, re- 
ferring indirectly to Benes as the 
possible No. 2 statesman. who would 
have to disappear for not heeding 
the Fuehrer’s previous warning. 
The first statesman who opposed. 
Hitler’s ‘will—former Chancellor, 
Kurt Schuschnigg of Austria—is 
now a prisoner in the hands of Nazi 
authorities.

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FOR NEGRO SCHOOL 


Canvasses Situation in View of 
Opposition to Building on 
Vashon Grounds. 


The Board of Education is seek- 
ing a new site for the Negro grade 
school which it had proposed orig- 
inally to erect at Cardinal avenue 
and Market street on a corner of 
the Vashon High School grounds, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

No formal action has been taken 


for purchase of a new site and the 
the board has not yet abandoned 
its appeal to the Supreme. Court 
of Missouri from the injunction ob- 
tained against use of the Vashon 
site in a suit by a group of 
Negroes. However, it has been in- 
dicated plainly that the board 
would consider a recommendation 
to abandon the Vashon site, if an 
acceptable substitute could be 
found and sufficient funds were 
made available. 

It is known that a quiet inquiry 
has been made for a site. On the 
theory that the building, to accom- 
modate about 1000 pupils, would 
cost $230,000 and the site $70,000, 
a total of $300,000, the board re- 
cently appropriated $165,000 from 
1934 bond funds and from general 
funds and applied to the PWA for 
a 45 per cent grant, or $135,000.

Detroit Negro, Who 
Stopped Adamick, Will 
Not Get a Chance to Lift 
Louis’ Crown.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—The search 
for a heavyweight to mix on some- 
thing like even terms with Joe 
Louis. goes on with great fervor 
and astonishingly poor results. 

Lou Nova, the crude but powerful 
Californian who stopped Gunnar 
Barlund Monday night, is the only 
candidate to emerge from the lower 
strata of heavyweights. The great 
mass of truck drivers, farm hands 
and steel workers that usually nur- 
tures the contenders has supplied 
exactly nothing. 

All the other contenders have old 
and somewhat tarnished names. A 
glance at the ranking list reveals 
such familiar monickers as Max 
Baer, Tony Galento and Tommy 
Farr. Jimmy Adamick, Jack 
Kearns’ wonder boy, is out of it, 
assisted by Roscoe Toles, the large 
and exceedingly tough Detroit 
Negro. 

Toles Not Considered. 

Offhand you would think Toles 
would be listed among the out- 
standing contenders. He has beat- 
en Adamick, who was regarded 
very favorably in some circles, and 
on his,own admission is willing to 
meet anyone from Louis down. 

There is one flaw. It fs ring tra- 
dition that a fight between Negroes 
seldom draws. Mike Jacobs knows 
it and for that reason Mr: Toles is 
due to waste his hooks on the tank- 
town air. He will not get the big 
shot while Louis is champion. 

Nova gained considerable stature 
by eliminating Barlund. True, it 
wasn’t a decisive victory. The 
Gunnar cuts easily and when a 
gash over his left eye started to 
pump blood in the seventh, Artie 
Donovan waved the Finn to his 
corner. 

Until then, except for the third 
round, it was all Nova. He is a big, 
bronzed kid who fights in a “stand- 
up” style reminiscent of the figures 
in British boxing prints. He looked 
best against the Finn when he was 
pumping his left into the Barlund 
kisser, worst when he attempted 
to mix with his opponent. 

Galento Will Be Back. 

It took the hottest National 
Baseball League race in years to 
eliminate Galento from the sports 
pages, but the round one will be 
back there swinging—and hollering 
—this winter. It will not be sur- 
prising if Galento emerges as the 
best contender and lands a fall 
shot at the champion, although the 
thought of what Louis’ jab will do 
to Tony’s scarred noggin causes 
strong men to shudder. 

Galento can do something few in 
the bunch can do. He can hit. 
Baer, too, can punch, and that’s 
why he’ll probably get a June shot 
at Louis on the Coast. The impres- 
sion remains that the fellow who 
beats Louis will have to smack him 
him early and often. 

Great care has been exercised to 
keep Baer out of the ring. He prob- 
ably will meet the Bomber with no 
preparation save a tune-up with 
some warrior with the fighting 
qualities of, say, Shirley Temple. 

Max is the last man around able 
to draw anything near a million 
with the champion, and Uncle Mike 
must be careful. 


“LITTLE CHANCE” OF 
ALABAMA-MINNESOTA 
GAME FOR CHARITY 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—Maj. John L. 

Griffith, commissioner of athletics 
of the Big Ten Conference, said 
today there was “little chance” of 
the Universities of Alabama and 
Minnesota meeting in a charity 
footbal] game. 
Gov. Bibb Graves of Alabama 
proposed yesterday that the two 
colleges play “within a month” in 
New York or Chicago “to raise a 
$1,000,000 fund for Red Cross re- 
lief work in storm-wrecked North- 
eastern States.”

Frank McCormick, athletic direc- 
tor of the University of Minnesota, 
who was in Chicago for the world 
series, said that “even if the rule 
was waived there would be a ques- 
tion as to whether the university's 
faculty would approve the game.”

It pro 
vides for a vote on the repeal of 
mutuel betting every fourth year, 
This gives the anti-gambling ele- 
ment a chance to re-open the 
wound quadrennially. 

The law is unfair to the pro 
moter, who must live in perpetual 
doubt about his investment. 

Perhaps this explains why there 
have been no dividends. A sink- 
ing fund to amortize the plant 
may have been set up—it would 
be a way to prevent disaster. 

In the meantime, there are 3 
lot of other things about the 
law that need changing more than 
the horse mutuels. One is the 
provision permitting dog tracks 
to take out 15 per cent of the 
mutuel pool and horse tracks only 
12 per cent. 

That’s one of the eccentricities 
of the law it seems impossible te 
explain.

OBODY would claim that Adolf 


| expresses 
the Romantic Ideal carried to thé 
point of absurdity, and if romanti- 
cism is the liberation of the less 
conscious levels of the mind (as 
one recent writer has described it), 
extreme mental clarity would not 
be expected from him. Abstract in- 
telligence and logic are not neces- 
sary in his scheme of He 
seems to have a single-track mind. 
Always a simplist, he cannot under- 
stand the complexities of most 
problems. ; 

He cannot, for instance, recognize 
the importance of diplomatic forms 
or the element of safety provided 
by the tortuous methods of conven- 
tional di , 

He simplifies every problem, even 
the most vital questions of domes- 
tic and foreign policy. He applies 
a general principle of an intuitive 
solution to a question complicated 
by centuries of ry and arrives 
at some delusively simple outcome. 
Mein Kampf gives him away in 
this. After its publication he could 
never again claim subtlety of analy- 
sis or breadth of vision. His own 
autobiography reveals his mental 
processes to all mankind. 

. Believes What He Says. 

But he ig transparently honest. 
He believes what he is saying, and 
throws every ounce of nervous 
energy into all that he says or 
does, even when he is answering 
the most casual question (this 
stands out as my keenest impres- 
sion when I spoke to him in the 
Deutscher Hof). Nobody can doubt 
his utter sincerity. He cannot help 
himself; he .cannot restrain him- 
self. He is completely absorbed 
in the statement or policy of the 
moment. That explains why he 
carries the crowds with him—be- 
cause he believes so utterly, so ap- 
pallingly, in what he is saying. 

Nevertheless, he can say differ- 
ent things in successive moments 
and believe in each with the same 
degree of fervor. It is not his 
honesty that is in question; it is 
his terrific power of self-delusion 
that introduces such an element 
of uncertainty into everything he 
does. His advisers never know what 
he ig going to say next. It is said 
that he could start talking about 
any subject under the sun and, be- 
fore he got very far, he w be 
expounding it with all the zeal of a 
prophet of a new religion. “Start 
Adolf on two sentences about reli- 
gion, and he will make a heathen 
gathering like a revivalist meeting,” 
one of his lieutenants said years 
ago, and this is quite true. His 
emotion drags him along behind 
his surging words, and he can 
neither stop nor restrain his im- 
petuous belief in what he is say- 
ing. Thus, unless he reads every 
line of his speech, an element of 
uncertainty is always present. What 
made the. demagogue might ruin 
the Chancellor — were it not for 
Goebbels’ astute control of the 
press. Even Hitler has found him- 
self censored on many occasions, 
when his tongue ran away with 
him, and Goebbels’ blue pencil 
came into play. 

It is often maintained that he is 
a man of strong decisions. Brut 
may he not occasionally and jerk- 
ily take positive steps to convince 
himself that he is energetic — to 
cut the tangle of his own mental 
procrastinations? There are many 
opinions about this; but there is 
certainly a spasmodic appearance 
about his so-called rapid decisions 
that would appear to belie the in- 
terpretation that he is a man of 
action, thinking clearly and acting 


Indeed,

is harassed, tormented, tortured by 
imaginings and confused thoughts; 
the only way out of the tangle 

to take some act that is seem- 
ingly decisive, or, more often, to

always needs a stimulus. That is 
why he can never keep his thread 
in a speech; everything suggests 
something else to him. His speech- 
es are curiously monotonous. He 
never loses his self-consciousness m 
the early stages of a speech. 
He stiffly proceeds from phrase 
to phrase, and only gathers 
momentum as he goes along. 
Finally the stage comes when 
his last words bring no as 
sociation to his mind. That is 
why he so often ends in an anti- 
climax. He sometimes breaks off 
in the middle of an argument, and, 
nine times out of ten, his ending is 
abrupt and unexpected. He will 
stop suddenly and either raise his 
hand in the peculi horizontal 
form of salute he has evolved or 
else cry in a broken voice: “Heil 
Deutschland!” or “Sieg! Sieg!” and 
gaze vacantly and fixedly before 
him. f 

He is pathetic when he loses the 
thread of an argument. As long 
as he is rushing along like a tor- 
rent, all is well with him, but ugly 
pauses occur in most of his public 
speeches. He looks round stonily. 
‘Usually his henchmen tide him ov 
by frenzied shrieks of “Heil! Heil!” 
or a gasping “Ah-h-!” In the old 
days he frequently stopped talking 
in the middle of a speech and sat 
down. He is very temperamental 
in his speaking. Anything in the 
atmosphere around him may upset 
him—maybe some revulsion to his 
surroundings, maybe the presence 
of some antagonism which he feels. 
This temperamentalism may have 
been an asset in the days when he 
was an agitator, for no other azi- 
tator arrogated to himself the 
moods of a prima donna, and it 
was part and parcel of his dramatic 
entries and exits and his studied 
eccentricities; but it is a distinct 
weakness in a Reichskanzler. 


Repeats Trite Phrases. 


Hitler, either by design or be- 
cause of his lack of creativeness, 
hit upon an elementary electioneer- 
ing truth and has adhered to t 
ever since, He knows that an un- 
educated political public wants end- 
less repetition of a few trite 
phrases; and he has kept on par- 
roting certain fixed phrases for 
over 15 years. A brainier man 
would have wearied of this role of 
human gramophone, but, even to- 
day, every speech of Hitler’s ‘s 
mainly composed of the same old 
generalizations, the same old de- 
nunciations, the same old form of 
patriotism. It is always a case of 
“the dose as before,“ with a dash 
of flavoring to meet the particular 
situation in question. The speeches 
I heard him give at Nuremberg 
could have been taken from any of 
his writings of the last decade, yet 
hundreds of thousands of peopl« 
cheered themselves hoarse, as if 
they were the latest revelations of 
80 political oracle. So far has 
he dulled the spirit of analysis and 
criticism in a great people. 

His collected hes do not 
make good reading; and it be- 
comes clear from perusing, them 
that their appeal comes entirely 
from the way in which they are 
delivered and the circumstances

More Troops Sent to Palestine; 
London Examines New Plans.

LONDON, Oct. 6—Great Britain 
took urgent military and diplomatic 
steps today to quell Arab rebellion 
in Palestine. , 

Colonial Secretary Malcolm Mac- 
Donald had told the House of Com- 
mons four battalions and two 
cavalry regiments were being 
rushed to the Holy Land, where 
the British Government admitted 
there was “a serious deterioration 
in the general situation.” 

Sir Harold Mac Michael, high 
commissioner for Palestine, flew to 
Britain today to report fully on 
conditions. 

While the immediate British con- 
sideration in the mandated territory 
is the restoration of order, it was 
recognized at the colonial office 
that arms alone could not solve the 
problem. 

The present policy of the British 
Government is based on the par- 
tition of Palestine into Jewish, 
Arab and British-corridor sections, 
despite the opposition of both Jews 
and Arabs to this scheme. 

The Royal Commission on Parti- 
tion, headed since Feb. 28, 1938, by 
Sir John Woodhead, has not yet 
made its report to the Government 
and qualified sources thought that 
body migut yet convince’ the 
Colonial Office that partition is im- 
practicable. 

In any event, the Government 
here is urgently examining the 
views of Jewish and Arab authori- 
ties in London and in Palestine.

MANITOWOC, Wis., Oct. 6.--Sen- 
ator Robert M. La Follette toſd an 
audience here last night that “if 
America is asked to fight a for- 
eign war, the very declaration of 
war will mean establishment of a 
military dictatorship in this coun- 

try.” 

He said the War and Navy de- 
partments have worked out de- 
tailed plans for complete mobiliza- 
tion of human and material re- 
sources and that the bill designed 
to carry out mobilization “contains 
provisions which could be used to 
impose censorship of the press and 
radio and turn all channels of pub- 
lic information into a gigantic prop- 
aganda machine.”

title on the ballot, prepared by the Attorney-General 
himself, stated it was an amendment. 
Messrs. McKittrick and Nolen, moreover, warned 
the court that if the amendment is upheld, our 
whole system of government trembles in the balance. 
They said, in that case, the commission would not 
be amenable to any branch of the State Govern- 
ment and that, aside from making game and fish 
regulations, it could strike down or set up any statute 
on any subject, or any provision of the Constitution. 
They said the commission could deny a citizen the 
right of trial by jury and could fix penalties and pun- 
ishments to suit its own desires. If this is correct, 
then the commission could ignore the due process 
clause of the Constitution, the right of habeas corpus 
and the other provisions of the Bill of Rights—and 
Missouri would have a new form of government over 
which the Conservation Commission would exercise 
Hitlerian authority. 
In other words, according to the McKittrick-Nolen 
argument, the Conservation Commission threatens 
to supplant the Governor, Legislature and Supreme 
Court. That would make Chairman Stephens Gov- 
ernor, Chief Justice, Speaker of the House and Presi- 
dent of the Senate; Member Buford can take over the 
Highway Department and the Attorney-Generalship: 
Member Greensfelder can make off with the Public 
Service Commission and the State Board of Health; 
while there would be plenty left for Member Case 
in the form of the Social Security Commission, the 
Department of Public Schools, the Treasury, the 
State Highway Patrol and so on. 

What a pity the Attorney-General did not give 
the people the benefit of his wisdom before they 
committed this terrible blunder!

NOTE ON BEN AND TOMMY THE CORK. 

Must there be a reappraisal of tHe influence of 
Messrs. Cohen and Corcoran, the presidential as- 
sistants, who have been credited in certain very 
vocal quarters with having shaped much of the New 
Deal? It is a possibility. When Cohen came back 
from Europe the other day, the New York Times, 


| describing him as “one of the two young lawyers 


said to wield more influence with President Roose- 
velt than any other Americans,” reported that his 
arrival was “surrounded by a system of secrecy and 
protection more elaborate than any remembered in 
the port by customs men and others who had met 
ships for a generation.” Heightening the drama, the 
Times ‘went on to set forth the special arrange- 
ments made to get Corcoran and Cohen reunited 
by private cutter and so on. 

The whole story of what was going on down New 
York Bay that night leaves the Times’ report high 
and dry. For the “system of secrecy and protec- 
tion” was to guard a shipment of 10,000,000 ounces 
of silver from the Spanish Government, coming in 
under the Silver Purchase Act. Ben Cohen was 
arriving also, but it was the silver which the Treas- 
ury was out to protect against possible attachment 
by Franco’s New York lawyers, the Fascist rebel 
‘having disputed the right of the Government to sell 
the silver. This disclosure naturally raises doubts 
about the entire Cohen-Corcoran business. Have they 
done all they are supposed to have done? Did they 
concoct all the laws attributed to them? Perhaps 
it was a couple of other fellows. 
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Toscanini was permitted to leave Italy, but his 
departure was marked by no tumult and absolutely 
no shouting. 
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MR. ROOSEVELT’S WISE MOVE. 

Some time ago, the Post-Dispatch printed an edi- 
torial entitled “America’s First Duty.” Its theme 
was that the time had come for a declaration of 
truce among ourselves, for an end to useless name- 
calling and bickering, for concerted action to put 
our house in as perfect order as possible. Although 
the immediate suggestion was the tragic pass to 
which rivalries and hatreds had brought Europe, 
the establishment of a basis for temporary peace 
does not alter the soundness of the appeal. 

This newspaper, therefore, rejoices in the news 
from the presidential press conference at Hyde Park 
which portrays Mr. Roosevelt as appealing for an 
end to name-calling in the interest of industrial 
peace and progress in the United States. There must 
be, as the press conference brought out, harmony 
between workers and thelr employers achieved 
through meetings of their representatives and, so 
long as the American Federation of Labor and the 
CIO are unreconciled, organized labor will be a 
house divided against itself. That the President 
is fully aware of the gravity of the warfare between 
the organizations headed by William Green and John 
L. Lewis was indicated when he appealed for peace 
between them in language calling to mind his mes- 
sage to Italy and Czechoslovakia last month.

- Though far from Europe geographically, and acute- 
ty and happily appreciative of our isolation during 
the trembling days from Chamberlain’s flight to 
Berchtesgaden to the Munich conference, the United 
States has been dragged into the ruinously costly 
rivalry. Where we spent $699,000,000 on defense 
measures in 1932, our expenditures this year will go 
well beyond the billion-dollar mark, and this is but 
the beginning of a five-year program which will 
agetegate approximately seven billions. 

That such. disbursements are quite beyond our 
means, in an economic sense, is not debatable, yet 
public opinion, with few dissenting voices, approves 
the plan as imposed upon us by a world gone mad. 
Yet Great Britain’s investment in preparedness will 
exceed ours, for 1938, by more than half a billion 
dollars, while Germany’s account reaches the in- 
credible toll of $4,400,000,000.

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THE TRAGEDY OF EDUARD BENES. 

Czechoslovakia has made another sacrifice to the 
insatiable Hitler: its President, Eduard Benes. Be- 
cause he felt that his country could get better terms 
from its despoilers if he were out of the picture, 
Benes has stepped aside, Berlin deniés pressure, but 
denials from that quarter are at a considerable dis- 
count nowadays. The fact remains that Hitler, in 
his furious speech of 10 days ago, singled out Benes 
as the arch-villain of the German-Osech feud, and 
later indicated greater generosity toward the mu- 
tilated state if a President more acceptable to him 
were named. 

Benes was, with the beloved Thomas Masaryk, a 
co-founder of Czechoslovakia, He labored untiringly 
as its Foreign Minister, Premier and President, and 
as peace-maker in Europe. His tragedy is that of 
a man whose loyalty was misplaced. Benes’ foreign 
policy was one of collaboration with the countries 
that had helped liberate his people, and of adher- 
ence to collective security. But in the hour of need, 
collective security failed and the Czechs’ friends 
counseled surrender. ‘ 

Despite frustration of all his hopes, Benes would 
doubtless have stayed to help his country through 
its grave crisis of reconstruction had it been possi- 
ble. Now, the disillusioned leader of a looted coun- 


try, he sees in resignation his best contribution to} 


its future welfare. 
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And now Hitler is demanding reparations from 
Czechoslovakia. That chap may get his war yet. 
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LOST: A SENSE OF HUMOR. 

Some of the grandest American humor has been 
created around the existence in this country of vari- 
ous racial groups, particularly Germans and Irish- 
men.

New Science Could Transform Society 


Modern technology, if properly utilized, could banish want, wipe out many diseases, 
including some now classified as incurable, and eliminate monotonous labor, says 
English writer; scientific research is held back now, he asserts, because it is con- 
trolled by interests seeking not to promote human welfare but to increase profits,

E live in a world where insecurity, 
misery, the actuality of war in some 
countries and the fear of it in all seem 
sadly to belie the promises of increased 
wealth, happiness and comfort which the 
advance of science could bring. 
It is no longer a matter of occasional 


discoveries of scientists being turned, with- 


out consent or connivance, to war uses. We 
are now faced with a conscious and organ- 
ized utilization of science for war. In Great 
Britain alone, $14,000,000 is spent annually 
on military research and development, and 
of this at least $7,500,000 is spent on scien- 
tific war preparations. The sum is as great 
as that spent on Government civil research, 
and eight times that spent on medical re- 
search. 

No wonder, then, that scientists should 
begin to be aware of their social responsi- 
bilities and to consider what they are do- 
ing to alleviate the situation, which has 
largely come about as a result of their own 
activities. Scientists must repudiate the 
abuses of science in the present day or be 
fairly charged with complicity in them. 

Even now, we can in some rough way 
measure the present shortcomings and the 
future possibilities of the application of sci- 
ence. We now know fairly exactly what are 
the primary biological needs of mankind for 
food, shelter and health. We know them 


well enough to realize that not only through- 


out history, but at this present day, those 
needs do not approach satisfaction. All 
through the world, even in the most civi- 
lized countries, people have not enough to 


eat.

It is only for the narrowest 
profit-making reasons that automatism is 
not pushed to its proper conclusion—the 
suppression of monotonous tasks. 

The whole apparatus of living could eas- 
fly be transformed by science into one which 
raised human potentialities to a higher level 
while retaining the social amenities and 
beauty of a simpler life, With improved 
agriculture, more and not less country could 
de left in its natural state. With improved 
architecture, cities could be built rationally 
round human needs and activities. These 
are the possibilities that science holds out 
to society if society is wise enough to know 
how to use them. 

In the United States, expenditure on sei- 
ence is believed to be $300,000,000, but even 
this represents only three-tenths of 1 per 
cent of the national income. And this is 
what is spent on the work that is responsi- 
ble for the increase of this national in- 
come something like tenfold in 70 years. 

* „ * 


The apparent paradox of such a profitable 
investment being chronically short of funds 
is removed when one remembers that the 
returns on science are made socially and 
not solely to the investors, unless these 
are in a monopoly position. In this case, 
they have little incentive to develop scien- 
tific research, but on the contrary, in spite 
of their vast research establishments, are 
even more concerned to stop its inconvenient 
activities which might lead to the wholesale 
scrapping of the plant. 

It is not only that the total social expendi- 
ture on science is small; it is distributed 
in a way which shows without any question 
that money spent on science is essentially 
an investment designed to cut costs of pro- 
duction and not one to increase social wel- 
fare. The disproportion will not be cured 
until we understand that the full use of 
science can only be found if it is used in an 
organized way for human welfare and not 
simply to reduce costs or increase profits, 

t is difficult to see how this can come 
about without large-scale state or municipal 
support for science, and this is still on an 
altogether inadequate scale outside the So- 
viet Union. The budget of science might 
well be increased tenfold without noticeable 
strain on the resources of the community. 

Through the hard lessons of experience, 
the peoples of the world are learning that 
old values and old ways of life simply can-. 
not be maintained in the face of continued 
technical advance. We are in the midst of 
one of the major transitions in history, com- 
parable in magnitude to the introduction of 
agriculture and city life. The characteristic 
feature of this transformation is the use of 
science in harnessing natural forces. 

Actua] realization of the potentialities of 
science requires a new kind of collaboration 
between scientists and citizens, a collabora-

this year at Shaw’s Garden, will 
distinguish the Queen's bouquet of.

“dancing girl” orchids, of 
which there are about 300 kinds, 


before, this is the first time this 
species will be used, Dr. George 
T. Moore, director of Shaw’s Gar- 
den, said. 

Brought in Year Ago. 

Generally recognized as. the 
finest and rarest of the “dancing 
girl” orchids, and belonging to the 
Oncidium group, they bloomed at 
the orchid houses on parent plants 
brought to the Garden a year ago. 

Bought from a dealer, they were 
gathered by native collectors, who 
found. them growing on trees in 
the Brazilian Andes at an eleva- 
tion of 10,000 feet. The natives, 
who know the value of the species, 
often refuse to guide white men to. 
them, and it is almost impossible 
for other collectors to find them 
unaided by the natives. 

The plants first were placed in 
quarantine at the Tropical Station 
of the Garden at Balboa, Canal 
Zone, and kept there for six months 
before being shipped here under a 
permit issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Other Flowers Included. 

The general color tones of the 
Queen’s bouquet will be yellow and 
lavender. Besides the “dancing 
girl” orchids, there will be included 
in the bouquet another spray 
orchid, the dendrobium, which 
ranges in color from white to deep 
purple. It is an Australian orchid, 
grown from seedlings at the Gar- 
den. 

Two years ago this dendrobium 
was the featured flower of the 
Queen’s bouquet. For years it was 
known to collectors, who could not 


ered after many mishaps, which 
included a ship burning with speci- 
mens aboard, and adventures 
among cannibals. 

Mauve and purple cattleyas, 
whick have a trumpet-shaped 
flower, and other orchids also will 
be used in the bouquet to be made 
up in formal design. 

There will be between 400 and 
500 flowers in the bouquet this 
year because of the large number 
of smaller orchids being used. In 
other years the number of flowers 
has been about 250. Use of the 
sprays and smaller orchids will 
give the bouquet a more graceful 
and fragile appearance. 

Roses for Maids of Honor. 

A bouquet of roses will be car 
ried by the retiring Queen. The 
four special maids of honor will 
carry bouquets of roses made up 
with other flowers. The color tone 
of the bouquets will harmonize 
with the gowns to be worn by the 
maids. 

The Queen’s bouquet will be on 
public display at Shaw’s Garden 
from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. next Thurs- 
day, after which it will be returned 
to the Queen. More than 65000 
persons view it annually at the 
Garden.

A very special way of serving 
roast loin of pork is to have the 
meat shaped like a “crown,” and to 
fill the center with dressing or with 
vegetables. The ends of the ribs, 
which form the poirits of the crown, 
may be decorated either with frills 
or some colorful poate grees or fruit 
—ripe olives, carrots 1 or 
cranbe hus giving the roast 
a de luxe presentation in keeping 
with its delicious flavor. 

The next time you give a com- 
pany dinner, or a family dinner in 
honor of some special occasion, 
serve a crown roast of pork. You'll 
find that the little extra attention 
you give the roast in thus dressing 
it up—it’s more fun than bother to 

arrange the “fixings”—will charm 
your guests and win you those com- 
pliments which delight a hostess’ 
h 


eart. 

Your butcher will shape the meat 
into a crown for you, Ask for the 
center cut rib sections of two pork 
loins. These consist of six to nine 
ribs each. Crown roasts‘come in a 
variety of sizes. The i4rib size is 
most commonly used, but the retail- 
er will make any size from 12 to 
28 ribs. A 12715 roast will serve 
12 persons. 

Besides its regal appearance, an- 
other advantage of this roast is that 
it is easy to carve. The slices are 
cut by running the knife down be- 
tween the ribs. A portion of the 
center filling is cut with each slice. 

i Protect Rib Ends. ' 

There are two Ways of placing a 
crown roast in the oven. When the 
center is filled with a bread dress- 
ing, the points of the crown are up- 
ward, They must be protected from 
charring, and to do this, wrap the 
ends of the bones with salt pork, to 
be taken off and replaced by paper 
frills or other decoration when the 
roast is served, 

However, if you intend to fill the 
crown with vegetables, to be cooked 
separately, the simplest way to aye 
tect the rib ends from charring is 
to place the roast in the oven, up- 
side down. Then the bones form a 
rack, and as the roast cooks, the 
fat and liquid baste the bones and 
keep them from browning. 

Here ig a way to prepare crown 
roast of pork for a vegetable cen- 

Crown 

Have the . — 2 the 
market. Wipe with damp. cloth. 
Rub thoroughly with salt and pep- 
per. Arrange the roast in a drip- 
ping pan with the rib ends down 
and the meaty part of the roast up- 
permost. Insert a roast meat ther- 
mometer so that the bulb reaches 
the center of the thickest part. Do 
not add water and do not cover. 
Roast in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) until done, allowing 80 min- 
utes to the pound. If roast meat 
thermometer is used, cook until the 
thermometer registers 185 degrees. 
To serve, fill the center of the 
crown with buttered peas or other 
vegetable and accompaty with 
broiled bananas. Slip paper frills 
over the rib ends or decorate with 
radishes. 

A dressing of sausage meat is 
very good with crown roast of

ing. 
Wipe roast with damp cloth. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 


Mix one cup bulk sausage meat | 


with one cup bread crumbs, soft- 
ened in water and wrung dry. Put 
the crowf in a roasting pan and 

lace the sausage inside the crown. 

fap the ends of the ribs with 
slices of fat pork. Place in mod- 
erate oven, allowing 30 minutes to 
the pound. Melt four tablespoofis 
of fat and in it cook 10 or 12 small 
peeled white onions, Add meat 
stock and cook until tender, glaz- 
ing the onions with stock as it 
cooks away. 

When crown is Gone, carefully re- 
move it to the platter, Place the 
onions in the center Above the 
dressing. Cover the ends of the 
ribs with paper frills and garnish 
with parsley. 

Any favorite bread dressing may 
be used for this roast instead of the 
sausage. Here is a delicious one, 
in which prunes are used to give 
it a distinctive flavor.

of people deserve consideration—the management, the 
85,600 employees of the company, the consuming publi 
the millions of farmers producing the country’s food,

1. The Interests of the Management 


The interests of the management can be dismissed as of very 
little importance. : 

The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company is managed by 
George L. Hartford and John A. Hartford under an arrange- 
ment made by their father, George Huntington Hartford, the 
founder of the business. George L. Hartford has been actively 
engaged in the grocery business for 58 years, working gener- 
ally six days a week, 52 weeks a year during that entire periad. 
John A.. Hartford has been actively engaged in the grocery 
business for 50 years, working generally six days a week, 52 
weeks a year during that period. Both of these men could, of 
course, retire without personal or financial inconvenience and 
live very comfortably if chain stores were put out of business. 
The record of the last calendar year shows that out of any 
money earned annually from the business, in the case of George 
L.. Hartford, 82 percent is paid to government in taxes; in the 
case of John A. Hartford, 83 percent is paid to government in 
taxes. As neither of the brothers has any children, any monies 
left out of their earnings would accrue to their estates, and in 
the event of their death, inheritance taxes would probably 
amount to two-thirds of such accrued earnings, leaving ap- 
proximately 6 cents on the dollar as a motive for continued 


personal service. 


It is therefore apparent that the interests of management 
need hardly be taken into consideration in arriving at a decision. 


2. The Interests of the Employees 


The interests of the employees of the company are, how- 
ever, a matter of very grave concern. 

It is simply a statement of fact to say that the employees of 
The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company | 
out the United States receive the highest wages and have the 
shortest working hours of any workers in the grocery busi 
whether chain store or individual grocer. Many of them 
have devoted all of their working lives to the interests of 
the company. 

The management, therefore, has a definite obligation and 
duty to defend the interests of these 85,600 employees against 
legislation intended to throw all of them out of work. 


3. The Interests of the Consumer 


Since this business has been built by the voluntary patronage 
of millions of American families, we believe that we must give 
consideration to their interests in this matter. Millions of 
women know how acute is the present problem of providing 
food, clothing and shelter for themselves, their husbands and 
their children out of their present income. When food prices go 
up it is not a question of paying more for the same food. They 
do not have the additional money with which to pay. There- 
fore, they must buy less and eat less. A & P Food Stores last 
year distributed at retail $881,700,000 worth of food at a net 
profit of 1%. 

a is food was sold to the public at prices averaging from 
eight to ten percent lower than the prices of the average indi- 
vidual grocer. Literally, millions of sales were made at prices 
twenty-five percent lower than those of the average individual 
grocer. This saving of eight to twenty-five cents on each dollar is 
of ‘vital importance to these millions of families. If they were 
denied the opportunity to buy at these lower prices it would 


~ gimply mean that in millions of homes they would have to leave 


meat off the table another day a week, eat less fresh fruits and 
vegetables, give the growing child one bottle of milk less every 
week or stint on butter, cheese, poultry, eggs and many other 
of the most nourishing foods. 

In the last 10 years during the greatest period of chain store 
growth, the number of individual dealers has increased rather 
than decreased. We maintain that there is nothing wrong when 
these dealers charge more than we charge. They must charge 
these prices.in order to make a fair profit. The average grocer 
will, upon request, deliver the groceries to the customer's door 
and in many cases extends credit to some of his customers. 


Delivery service costs money. The grocer must put this added 
cost in the prices to his customers. In the same way the exten- 
sion of. it involves the expense of bookkeeping, the tying 


up of capital, and credit losses. There is nothing wrong in the 
higher mark up of the individual grocer, because he is render- 


ing a service that justifies his prices. 
If some customers can afford and voluntarily elect to pay a 
higher price for groceries and meats because they want credit 


or use they want delivery to their homes it is quite proper 
that they should pay an additional price for such service. How- 
ever, the ‘millions of families in this country whose income is 
limited and who can have more and better food because they 
are willing to pay cash and carry home their 3 
should. not be denied this opportunity. Millions of families of 
limited incomes can only enjoy their present standard of living . 
through these economies and savings. These millions.of Ameri- 
lies b us build a great business because they 
believe we have ren lered them a great service. The company,

4. The Interests of the Farmer 

Eight million farm families are engaged in producing the 
food consumed by the American people, All of the farm homes 
in America, therefore, comprising one-fourth of all of the popu- 
lation of the United States, Coa a direct interest in the methods 
of distribution by which the products of their labor and of the 
soil are marketed. 3 

Approximately 30% of their production is marketed through 
the chain food stores; about 70% through individual grocers. 
Their fruits, vegetables and other foodstuffs are sold through the 
chain stores at pricesaveraging 8 % to 10% cheaper than the prices 
at which they are sold by many grocers. If the farmer sells a 
given product to both at the same price, the individual grocer 
must charge the public more to take care of his higher costs. 
Thus 30% of the farmer's products reach the public at low 
prices and 70% of his products reach the public at higher prices. 

If the public cannot consume a given crop of apples, pota- 
toes, berries or any other product, at the prices at which they 

are offered, these goods do not move from the grocer s shelves; 
a surplus accumulates and the farmer finds that he either can- 
not sell the balance of his crop or must sell it at a substantial 
loss. Only too often a situation arises when it is literally cheaper 
for the farmer to let his apples or his peaches rot on the ground 
than to expend the labor costs necessary to pack and ship them. 
Every farm economist knows that a 10% surplus does not mean 
10% less return to the farmer but often more than 20% less 
return. 

In other words, the farmer's problem is to sell his products 
at the cost of production plus a fair profit and to get them to the 
public with as few intermediate costs and profits as possible. It 
is therefore obviously unfair to the farmer to propose legislation 
which would, at a single blow, wipe out 30% of his distributing 
machinery—and that 30% the part which maintains the price 
to the farmer yet reaches the public at low cost because of eco- 
nomical distribution. It would be just as unfair to the farmer to 
propose putting out of business all of the individual grocers of 
the country who distribute 70% of his produce. Both chain food 
stores and individual grocers perform a distributive function 
vital to the interests of the farmer. If. either failed to function 

farmer would be faced with tremendous surpluses and 
heartbreaking losses. 

For years the A & P has dealt with the farmers both as pro- 
ducers consumers. We feel that we have a definite obliga- 
tion and duty to oppose any legislative attack upon their best 
interests. 

5. The Interests of Labor 

Every business in this country has a vital interest in the pur- 
chasing power of labor. When labor has high wages and great 
purchasing power, everyone is prosperous. When labor's pur- 


power is curtailed, all business suffers ahd the Ameri- . 


can standard of living is impaired. For many years it has been 


the wise policy of the national government to protect real wages 


and the purchasing power of the worker's dollar. Combinations 
or agreements to raise prices, thus reducing real wages, have 
been declared illegal. 

It certainly seems strange that it should now be proposed to 
destroy a group of businesses for the frankly admitted reason 
that they furnish the necessities of life to the wage earner and 
his family at low prices. There are approximately 900,000 
workers directly employed in the chain store industry. What 
course is open to us but to oppose the action of a man who, at a 
time when more than | 1,000,000 wage earners are already out 
of work and 3,000,000 families on relief, proposes a bill that 
would add almost another million to the roll of unemployed, 
wipe out 30% of the distributing machinery of all of the farmers 
of the United States, and raise the cost of living of the wage 
earners of the United States. 

We believe that our organization has rendered a great 
service to the American people and that it is as a result 
of that service that we have prospered. If we consulted 
our own interest it would be very easy to stop and enjoy 
whatever leisure we have earned. 
upon us except our fellow workers. However, after the 
fullest consideration of all interests, we have arrived at the 
decision that we would be doing less than our full duty if 
we failed to oppose, by every fair means, legislation pro- 
posed by the Honorable Wright Patman. 


As we have said, Mr. Patman is an able politician, an

Of first importance is the brine 
for the quick fermentation process, 
and this fermentation process is as 
necessary in making the dill pickle 
flavor as the dill itself. Weigh the 
salt, and measure all other ingre- 
dients of the bine carefully. Salt 
and vinegar are used to prevent 
spoilage, while the lactic acid 
bacteria are growing and helping 
give the acid flavor and crispness.

Pickling Syrup. 

To keep the pickles whole and 
firm, measure the sugar and liquid 
carefully for the pickling syrup, and 
cook the fruit only to the tender 
point. Good proportions for 
pickling syrup are one pound of 
sugar to each quart of vinegar or 
diluted vinegar. White granulated 
sugar and a good quality of fresh 
cider vinegar, will produce a clear, 
sparkling syrup and a “tangy” 
flavor. . : 

Whole spices are to be preferred 
to ground, because they have less 
tendency to darken or cloud the 
pickling syrup. More than this, the 
whole spices may be held in a bag, 
which can be removed just as soon 
as enough of the spiciness has pre- 
meated the syrup. Left in, whole 
spices tend to develop a woody 
taste. Or they may continue to 
give off so much pungent spiciness, 
that the natural flavor of the fruit 
is completely masked.

AIR, BATTLE NEAR 
CHINESE CAPITAL 


Invaders Report Shooting 
Down Plane — Bitter 
Fighting, but No Change 
on Other Fronts. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 6.—With planes 
and warships blasting a way, Japa- 
nese troops advanced a mile up the 
Yangtze River today toward Han- 
kow, provisional Chinese capital 
and Japanese objective since July. 

Minesweepers cleared the Yang- 
tze channel for following Japanese 
transports. The Japanese are 
about 90 miles down the Yangtze 
from Hankow. | 

In an air battle near Hankow 
the Japanese said they shot down 
one Chinese plane. Japanese also 
bombed troops and munitions trains 
near Sinyang and Chinese troop 
concentrations at Tungshan, in 


- gouthwest Hupeh Province. 


‘ 


Fierce fighting occurred on other 
fronts but without major change 
in troop positions. 

A dispatch from Tsingtao, Shan- 
tung Province port north of Shang- 
hai, said large numbers of Japa- 
nese infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery were arriving there from the 
interior, resting and then departing 
for unannounced destinations by 
transport. Rumors were that they 
were on their way to Formosa to 
prepare for a campaign in South 
China. 

Results of Month’s Fighting. 

While planning encirclement of 
Hankow with two flanking move- 
ments toward railway arteries 
north and south of the city, the 
Japanese have met increasingly 
stubborn opposition on the center 
of their front where it straddles 
the Yangtze River southeast of 
their objective. 

The last month, however, brought 
a 30-mile advance up the north 
bank of the river while the drive 
along the south bank settled into 
a stalemate before Yangsin, which 
blocks the way for a westward push 
of about 60 miles to the Canton- 
Hankow railway. 

The Yangsin sector was the 
southern end of the semicircular 
front before Hankow. The Chinese 
bulwark at the other end, about 150 
mlies to the north, was Sinyang, 
on the Peiping-Hankow railway. 

The north wing of the Japanese 
had driven about 85 miles through 
western Anhwei Province and the 
southeastern tip of Honan and had 
captured Loshan, from which it was 
attempting to close the 30-mile gap 
between Loshan and Sinyang. 

Heavy Losses Reported. 

Estimates of Chinese and Japa- 
nese losses on the Hankow front— 
with one side estimating the cas- 
ualties of the other—ranged high 
into the thousands. 

During September the Japanese 
said they shot down or bombed 35 
Chinese planes, losing one plane in 
the process. The Chinese said they 
shot down six Japanese craft and 
sunk or damaged more than a 
dozen warships operating on the

The bidding was roughly the same 
at every table and, indeed, seven 
out of eight South players reached 
the same contract, six hearts. At 
every table the club king was the 
opening lead and the ace won. In 
almost every case two rounds of 
hearts then were drawn, and seven 
declarers went into a huddle to de- 
cide how to attack the diamond 
suit. Some of them laid down the 
ace and then the queen, hoping that 
if the suit did not break it would 
be East who showed out on the 
second round, which would estab- 
lish a finesse against West's jack. 
These declarers, of course, met de- 
feat, because after the ace and 
queen of diamonds were played 
East's jack remained as an impreg- 
hable trick. The successful guess- 
ers laid down the ace, then led low 
to the king. When West showed 
out they had an established finesse 
against Hast, 

The expert proved that there was 
no guess whatever about the dia- 
mond situation! On winning with 
the club ace he ruffed a low club 
as a pure point of technique, the 
value of which will soon be shown. 
He then cashed the heart ace and 
led a low heart to the jack. When 
both opponents followed he ruffed 
dummy’s third club. By this man- 
euver he acquired highly signifi- 
cant information. East failed to 
follow to the third club lead and 
thereby located his partner with an 
original holding of seven clubs, 
Declarer then led the spade king. 
East won and returned a spade, 
declarer’s queen winning. Now 
West’s hand was counted out as 
closely as necessary. He had actu- 
ally shown seven clubs, two spades, 
and two hearts; hence, could not 
have held more than two diamonds. 
It became an assured fact that if 
either defender had four diamonds 
to the jack it must be East. De- 
clarer thereupon laid down the dia- 
mond ace and led low to the king.
